be held curing; the gnnual conference » ard the boerd elected by the 
votes of the delezetes and proxies, with, say one vote for each 590 
members, thus making the eovernirg body truly representative instead 
of oligarchic. only tnose who subscribe, albeit secretly, to the 
Hitlerian leederstip principle will defend the present olizarchic 
set-up. It is paradoxical that ve should so leudly cor.denn the 


Southern oligarchy while our largest organization is similarly main- 
tained!" 
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Later in his coluzn, Schuyler criticizes the organizational tactics « 
the liztional Association for the Advance-ent of Colored People.
